Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  third  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  social  conditions  of  your  area  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  195S.  The  vital  statistics,  on  the  whole,  remained 
satisfactory.  The  birth  rate  has  gone  up,  and  the  death  rate  has 
remained  exactly  the  same.  It  is  true  that  the  death  rate  is  above 
that  for  England  and  Wales,  but  small  numbers  necessarily  contribute 
to  this  discrepancy. 

I think  mention  must  be  made  of  the  amount  of  time  spent  by 
the  Department  on  work  connected  with  Polioms^elitis  Vaccination, 
and  the  extremely  good  response  which  was  made  by  the  people  of  Dodworth. 
It  is  also  good  to  knov/  that  during  the  period  the  number  of  children 
imiTiunised  against  other  diseases  also  rose.  There  is  alv/ays  a tendency 
when  great  stress  is  laid  on  one  disease,  for  propaganda  in  respect 
of  other  diseases  to  lapse. 

I would  like  to  take  the  opportunits?'  to  thank  the  members  of 
the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  in  all  matters  relating  to 
the  health  of  the  district,  and  your  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr.  R.  Seeds,  for  his  help  and  co-operation.

The  number  of  live  births  registered  v^as  5 more  than  in  1957. 

As  for  previous  years  the  Registrar  General  supplied  a comparabil- 
ity factor  which  relates  the  proportion  of  women  of  childbearing  age 
in  the  district,  with  the  proportion  in  a standard  population.  The 
crude  birth  rate  multiplied  by  this  factor  gives  an  adjusted  birth  rate 
v/hich  is  strictly  comparable  with  similar  adjusted  rates  in  other 
districts,  and  with  the  birth  rate  for  the  countrj''  as  a v/hole.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  for  your  district  was  15*7  per  1,000  estimated 
population  as  compared  v^ith  14.5  pex*  1,000  estim^ated  population  for 
the  previous  year  and  with  l6.4  per  1,000  estimated  population  for 
England  and  Wales.

The  adjusted  death  rate,  obtained  by  multiplying  the  crude  death 
rate  with  the  comparability  factor  remained  satisfactory  at  15.1  per 
estimated  population.  This  compares  with  11.7  per  1,000  estimated 
population  for  England  and  Wales.  The  number  of  death  also  remained 
exactly  the  same  as  for  the  year  1957,  v/ith  45  deaths;  14  of  "which 
occurred  in  Hospital.  Statistics  relating  to  death  rates  and  the 
causes  and  ages  at  death  are  given  in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  the 
section  on  vital  statistics. 
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Infant  Mortality 


In  1958  tv/o  Infant  Deaths  occurredj  both  aged  one  v;eek,  one  was 
due  to  a congenital  abnormality  and  the  other  to  broncho  pneumonia. 
This  is  equivalent  to  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  29# 9 per  1,000  live 
and  stillbirths,  compared  with  16.I  per  1,000  for  1957  s^nd  ?/ith 
22,5  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths  for  England  and  Wales,  I give 
below  the  record  for  Dodworth  over  the  past  ten  years,  and  I think 
you  V7ill  agree  that  even  if  because  of  one  death  your  rate  is  higher 
than  England  and  Wales,  the  average  over  the  past  ten  years  remains 
relatively  good.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a part-time  officer  of  the  Council 
but  is  engaged  on  whole-time  Public  Health  work,  being  also  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  surrounding  districts  and  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  for  Division  No,  25  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council, 

One  Public  Health  Inspector  is  employed  by  the  Council,  he  also  undertakes 
the  duties  of  Surveyor.

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  and  School  Clinics 


Infant  T/elfare  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Mechanics’  Institute,  on 
Tuesday  afternoons  weekly.  School  Clinics  are  held  monthly  on  Tuesday 
mornings  at  the  Mechanics’  Institute  or  more  frequently,  if  required. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  laboratory  service  was  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
in  Vakefield,  a national  service  under  the  control  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council.  The  laboratory  is  equipped  to  deal  with  all 
bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations,  and  a complete  ivestiga- 
tion  is  undertaken  and  report  furnished  for  every  specimen  sent  for 
examination. 


Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  chemical 
analysis  were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  at  Bradford  at  the  expense 
of  the  County  Council,

last  year  amounted  to  5 cases,  as  compared  ¥/ith  63  in  the  previous 
year.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  1958  vjas  an  "off”  year 
for  Measles.

Smallpox 


No  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
infants  vaccinated  was  1 9 as  compared  with  1 5 in  the  previous  j^ear. 

This  represents  27%  of  the  infant  population  as  compared  Y7ith  2l\.fo  in 
the  previous  year. 

Diphtheria  and  ^Thooping  Cough 

No  cases  of  either  disease  were  notified  during  the  year.  Immuni- 
sation against  both  diseases  was  continued  in  accordance  with  the  County 
Council  programme,  and  during  the  year  50  children  were  immunised 
against  \7hooping  Cough  as  compared  v/ith  36  in  the  previous  year.  This 
represents  approximately  70%  of  the  number  of  children  under  the  age 
of  one  year;  a rise  of  ^2%  over  1957.  The  Diphtheria  immunisation 
statistics  shov;  a slight  rise  with  82%  of  children  aged  0-14  years. 

In  children  of  school  age  the  immunisation  figure  was  95.7^5  and  in 
pre-school  children  48,7%.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record 
an  improvement  in  these  statistics  at  the  same  time  as  a full  scale 
programme  of  iimnunisation  against  Poliomyelitis  was  being  carried  out. 
The  introduction  of  a combined  vaccine  obviously  was  a big  factor  in 
this  improvement. 

Poliomyelitis 

No  cases  occurred  in  Dodworth  during  the  year.  Vaccination 
against  the  disease  continued  during  the  year  and  in  Dodworth  380 
children  under  the  age  of  15  years  and  5 expectant  mothers  received 
two  doses.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  scheme  for  vaccination 
of  young  adults  was  introduced,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  onljr  seven 
such  cases  had  received  such  vaccination.  On  the  31st  December,  1958 
597  children  in  Dodworth  had  been  vaccinated  v/ith  two  doses,  145  with 
one  dose,  and  the  v/aiting  list  stood  at  only  33.

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  third  annual  report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances  of  your  district  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1958. 

In  presenting  this  report  I Y;ish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the 
Council,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and 
other  Officers  for  their  support. 


Housing 


No  council  houses  v/ere  built  during  the  year  but  a contract  vjas 
signed  for  6 two  bedroomed  flats  to  be  built  in  Barnsley  Road,  to 
rehouse  the  tenants  of  Totty’s  Yard  which  was  represented  as  a 
Clearance  Area, 

It  was  also  decided  to  erect  houses  in  Stainborough  Road  on  3 
small  sites  pending  the  result  of  the  Council's  proposal  to  build  at 
Gilroyd  which  was  the  subject  of  a Public  Enq,uiry  on  the  2nd  and 
3rd  December,  If  approved  this  site  is  sufficiently  large  to  deal 
with  all  the  houses  scheduled  for  demolition  in  the  Council’s  10  year 
programme  and  it  v/ill  also  provide  up  to  100  houses  for  the  general 
need. 

The  sites  of  the  3 houses  Nos,  1,  2 and  8 Tan  Yard  were  cleared. 

The  general  needs  list  remained  closed  due  to  the  lack  of 
building  and  contained  140  applicants.  Some  of  these  applicants 
however  are  also  included  for  rehousing  in  the  10  years  programme. 

The  exchange  system  continued  and  there  were  16  names  on  the 
list  at  the  year  end. 

The  bungalow  list  increased  to  1 2 applicants  and  the  flats  list 
to  10, 

A scheme  was  approved  for  51  private  enterprise  bungalows  at 
the  Grove  instate  and  21  of  these  were  completed  during  the  year.  They 
did  little  however  in  helping  to  serve  the  district's  housing  problem 
as  they  were  occupied  by  faimilies  from  other  areas. 

One  house  No,  8 Stainborough  Road  was  purchased  by  agreement  and 
demolished  for  road  v'idening  purposes. 

Council  Houses 

The  maintenance  of  Council  property  continued  under  the  Council's 
own  building  department.

21  new  bungalows  vi^ere  added  during  the  year  and  a septic  tank 
serving  the  Dodworth  Colliery  canteen  and  baths  was  abolished  and  the 
system  connected  to  the  main  sewer. 

New  sanitary  accommodation  was  provided  at  Keresforth  Road  School. 
Because  of  the  exemption  allov/ed  by  the  Education  Act  1944  this  Council 
was  not  consulted  with  the  result  that  the  water  closets  were  connected 
in  error  to  the  surface  vmter  system  and  hence  to  the  stream.  This  has 
since  been  rectified  but  it  is  felt  that  in  all  future  cases  a ’’courtesy 
submission”  should  primarily  receive  the  local  authority's  observations.

VITAL  STATISTIC 


I have  compiled  a comparative  table  of  the  vital  statistics  for  each 
of  the  County  districts  comprising  Division  No.  25?  which  I feel  may  be 
of  interest  to  each  separate  authority  in  assessing  how  they  stand  in 
relation  to  the  local  figures  generally, 

BIRTHS 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  divisional  area  in  1958 
was  1,329,  This  is  equivalent  to  a crude  birth  rate  of  17.4  per  1,000, 
There  were  29  stillbirths  giving  a stillbirth  rate  of  21,4. 


DEATHS 


The  deaths  assigned  to  the  divisional  area,  after  the  addition  and 
deduction  of  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  783>  giving  a crude  death 
rate  for  the  division  of  10,0.  You  will  notice  in  the  table  that  this 
is  lower  than  any  of  the  other  figures  given  for  individual  districts, 
but  the  other  figures  show  adjusted  rates.  Unfortunately,  no  adjusted 
rate  is  available  for  the  division, 

INFANT  MORTALITY 


There  were  36  infant  deaths  in  the  division  durihg  the  year,  of 
which  24  occurred  in  the  neo-natal  period.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality 
rate  for  the  division  of  27,1 

VACCINATION  AND  imUNISATION  STATISTICS 

I give  a table  showing  the  figures  for  vaccination  and  immunisation 
during  1958.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  ray  predictions 
with  regard  to  increased  popularity  have  proved  to  be  true.  In  six  out 
of  the  seven  districts  there  has  been  an  increase  in  both  the  number  and 
percentage  of  children  vaccinated  against  Smallpox,  and  in  all  districts 
there  has  been  a sharp  increase  in  the  immunisations  against  IThooping 
Cough. 


I do  not  suggest  that  there  is  any  room  for  complacency  with  regard 
to  SmalliDox  vaccination,  but  it  is  pleasing  to  think  that  these  figures 
are  increasing  at  a time  when  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  is  very  much  to 
the  fore.  I have  included  a separate  table  on  the  total  position  with 
regard  to  Poliomyelitis  vaccination,  as  so  much  of  the  v/ork  and  time  of 
the  Department  has  been  concentrated  on  this  subject  during  the  year, 

MIDWIFERY  AJND  IVLA.TERNITY  SERVICES 


The  number  of  cases  attended  by  domiciliary  midwives  was  704.  This 
compares  with  618  hospital  confinements.  The  year  1958  showed  a marked 
trend  to  domiciliary  confinements,  v/hich  coincided  v^^ith  a decline  in  the 
midwifery  staff  available.  This  was  fore-shadowed  in  last  year's  report, 
and  conditions  in  this  service  have  been  very  difficult.  It  is  not  a 
matter  of  too  many  cases  for  the  available  midwives,  but  rather  the  diff- 
iculty of  ensuring  that  our  midwifery  staff  have  adequate  off-duty  time 
and  of  providing  the  necessary  cover  during  such  periods.  The  number  of 
new  cases  attending  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  division  ¥/as  686  and  the 
total  number  of  attendances  was  3»896,  This  is  very  little  different 
from  the  relative  figures  for  1957.

Your  local  Clinic  at  the  Mechanics'  Institute,  which  is  held 
weekly  on  Tuesdays,  from  2,0pm,  to  4. 0pm.,  shov/ed  some  expansion  during 
the  year.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  routine  work  of  the  school  medical  inspections  showed  a sub- 
stantial increase  over  1957.  During  1958,  Dr.  Jackson  v/as  attending 
part-time  at  Leeds  University  and  I v;as  allow’ed  to  engage  Dr.  Mathers 
on  a part-time  basis  to  compensate  for  Dr.  Jackson's  absence  at  Leeds. 
This  was  a very  welcome  addition  to  the  staff,  but  so  much  medical  and 
clerical  time  had  to  be  spent  on  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  that  the 
routine  medical  inspection  is  still  not  as  up-to-date  as  I would  wish 
it  to  be.  The  table  whov/s  the  work  carried  out  by  the  school  health 
service  during  the  year. 

Specialist  clinics  continued  to  be  held  during  the  year.  Some  in 
this  office  and  some  in  hospitals  by  arrangement  with  the  local  Hospital 
Boards. 

Speech  Therapy  contined  and  there  is  still  much  more  work  to  be 
done  in  this  sphere.

HEALTH  VISITING 


There  was  some  improvement  in  the  staffing  position  of  this 
service  compared  with  1957»  hut  nevertheless  vie  are  still  not  up  to 
establishment.  There  was  a sharp  fc^ll  in  the  number  of  visits  paid  to 
infants  under  one  year;  8,197  visits  being  made.  The  total  number  of 
visits  made  by  health  visitors  increased  during  the  year  and  32,5U9 
visits  were  made  of  which  22,683  were  made  to  pre-school  children. 

As  in  other  spheres.  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  took  up  a great 
deal  of  the  health  visitors’  time  during  1958,  and  I feel  that  the  time 
is  fast  approaching  when  we  must  consider  if  such  routine  v/ork  could 
not  be  done  by  some  lesser  qualified  person.  It  is  not  generally 
realised  that  the  health  visitor  is  a qualified  nurse,  a qualified  mid- 
wife with  a further  post-graduate  certificate  in  health  visiting, 
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EOm  NURSING 


The  Home  Nurses  in  the  division  made  55>223  visits  last  year. 

45)770  of  these  being  to  medical  cases;  8,562  were  to  surgical  cases 
and  746  visits  were  made  to  tuberculosis  patients.  The  total  number 
of  visits  made  during  the  year  showed  a slight  decrease,  and  the  number 
of  visits  made  for  the  purpose  of  injections  was  23)334.  I feel  that 
with  the  present  establishment  of  Home  Nurses  a peak  has  been  reached 
in  the  number  of  visits  made.  There  is  obviously  a limit  to  the  amount 
of  work  which  can  be  done  by  a given  number  of  nurses.  The  number  of 
visits  made  to  old  people  over  the  age  of  65  again  accounted  for  nearly 
64/^  of  the  total  visits.  862  visits  were  made  to  children  under  five 
years  of  age.  The  home  nursing  service,  in  conjunction  v/ith  the  general 
practitioners  of  your  area,  is  undoubtedly  making  a large  contribution 
tovi/ards  treating  many  patients  in  their  own  homes.  But  for  this,  I am 
afraid,  the  problem  of  chronic  sick  accommodation  might  be  even  v/orse 
than  it  is  today. 

H0I\t3  HELP  SERVICE 


The  Home  Help  Service  continued  to  provide  a service  mainly  for  old 
people.  89^  of  the  help  being  provided  to  people  of  65  and  over.  The 
total  number  of  home  help  cases  was  589)  all  these  cases  received  a 
total  of  98,880  hours.  This  represents  an  average  of  only  3.2  hours 
per  case*  You  will  appreciate  that  all  these  cases  were  not  operating 
at  the  same  time  and  during  the  last  half  of  the  year  the  average  number 
was  438  cases  for  any  one  week,  an  increase  of  32  over  the  previous  year. 
The  total  number  of  hours  expended  rose  about  10%  in  1958,

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  figures  that  19  mentally  handi- 
capped persons  were  removed  from  the  Statutory  Supervision  and  Voluntary 
Supervision  Registers  during  the  year.  This  was  a direct  result  from 
re-assessment  of  mentally  handicapped  who  had  v^orked  regularly  after 
lOaving  school  and  v/ho  it  was  felt  were  able  to  cope  v/ith  every  day 
happenihgs.  The  parents  of  the  mentally  handicapped  concerned  were 
appreciative  of  the  fact  that  supervision  was  no  longer  necessary  part- 
icularly as  they  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  if  help  should  be  needed 
in  future  application  has  only  to  be  made  to  the  Mental  Health  Service. 

It  is  felt  that  the  boys  and  girls  who  are  ascertained  on  leaving  school 
as  feeble-minded  should  on  proving  their  ability  to  fit  i'n  with  a normal 
community  pattern  be  given  the  chance  of  re-assessment  either  at  1 8 years 
or  21  years  of  age,  and  I hope  that  in  future  years  it  ¥/ill  be  possible 
to  re-assess  further  mentally  handicapped  with  this  view  in  mind.  Many 
parents  although  appreciating  the  fact  that  continued  interest  is  being 
shown  in  their  children  after  leaving  school,  however  do  feel  the  stigma 
of  having  their  children  assessed  as  mentally  deficient,  and  if  they  are 
aware  of  the  fact  that  re-assessment  can  take  place  in  future  years,  I 
feel  that  they  will  accept  the  ascertainment  with  much  happier  feelings.

All  the  children,  with  the  exception  of  one,  under  the  age  of  1 6 years 
v/ho  are  able  to  benefit  from  training  at  Occupation  Centres  are  in 
regular  attendance  either  at  the  Barnsley,  Hems’worth  or  Vombwell  Occupa- 
tion Centres,  A special  ’bus  is  run  to  bring  the  children  into  the  ijombwell 
Occupation  Centre,  and  the  children  attending  the  Barnsley  and  Hemsworth 
Occupation  Centres  are  either  accompanied  by  parents  or  a paid  escort. 

Any  travelling  expenses  involved  either  by  the  child  or  parent  are  covered 
by  the  Vest  Riding  County  Council,  In  line  v/ith  the  Education  Authority 
free  meals  are  provided  where  the  family  income  is  low,  otherwise  a 
charge  of  1s, Od.  per  day  is  made  for  the  provision  of  dinner.  No 
financial  assistance  is  given  towards  the  provision  of  clothing.

The  Parents’  Association  has  been  very  active  and  has  raised  money 
which  has  been  spent  on  social  amenities  for  the  Children  and  the  Centre, 
Mention  also  should  be  made  of  the  -active  support  given  by  the  FonibY/ell 
Branch  of  the  Society  of  Mentally  Handicapped  Children,  Hotary  and  the 
Church  Movements. 

The  Supervisor  and  the  two  Nursery  Assistants  have  worked  hard 
during  the  yeiw  and  a happy  atmosphere  has  been  achieved  between  the 
Staff,  children  and  parents.

Again  the  weather  could  have  marred  the  Open  Day, 
which  v/as  to  have  been  held  in  the  grounds  of  The  Gables,  but  as  a 
result  of  hasty  arrangements  and  the  co-operation  of  the  Chapel  Trustees, 
the  Concert  Y\7a.s  held  in  a local  Sundajr  School  and  the  ''Day’'  was  saved. 

An  evening  Nativitj?-  Play  and  Christmas  Concert  was  given  by  the 
Children  at  a local  Chapel,  which  was  well  attended  by  parents  and  friends, 
and  the  proceeds  vjent  towards  an  excellent  Christmas  P£irty  for  the 
children. 

GROUP  TR/iINING 


Facilities  for  training  adult  mentally  handicapped  who  are  unable 
to  attend  Occupation  Centres  are  provided  by  Group  Training  Glasses 
held  in  various  parts  of  the  Division,  or  in  case  of  physical  handicap 
or  domestic  commitments  by  home  visits. 

There  are  four  classes,  and  man^^'  of  the  adult  mentally  handicapped 
attend  all  classes  and  are  issued  v/ith  travel  vouchers.  Glasses  are 
held  in  the  following  districts:

In  an  endeavour  to  bring  the  Group  Classes  in  line  with  the  Occupa- 
tion Centres,  a meeting  of  parents  was  called  in  October  and  as  a result 
a Parents’  Association  was  formed  under  the  name  of  the  Fest  Riding  Mental 
Health  (Division  No,  25)  Association,  The  Association  has  so  far  raised 
funds  to  take  the  adult  mentally  handicapped  y/ho  attend  group  class  or 
y/ho  are  visited  at  home,  to  a Pantomime  in  the  Earljr  Ney/  Year. 
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Also  in  order  to  further  interest  in  the  work  carried  out  at  the 
Group  Classes  a small  exhibition  of  the  work  done  was  staged  at  the 
Divisional  Office,  and  I was  impressed  by  the  support  given,  particularly 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  was  little  publicity.  The  support  was 
G'uch  that  it  is  considered  that  it  would  be  worthwhile  to  stage  an 
Annual  Exhibition  covering  every  aspect  of  Mental  Health  Work. 

I would  like  to  make  mention  here  of  the  support  given  to  the 
Occupation  Centre  and  the  Group  Training  Classes  by  the  Parents’  Assoc- 
iation, the  N.A.M.H,  of  Wombv/ell  and  Barnsley,  the  Rotary  and  Inner 
Wlieel  of  Wombwell. 

As  a matter  of  general  interest,  I set  out  on  the  next  page  the 
disposal  of  all  mentally  handicapped  on  the  Supervision  Register  for 
the  v/hole  division. 

ACCOiaiODATION 


During  the  past  year  12  cases  have  been  admitted  to  Mental  Defici- 
ency Hospitals  for  short  stay  periods.  I am  pleased  to  say  that  the 
facilities  are  gradually  extending  as  it  is  a great  boon  both  to  the 
Local  Authority  and  the  parents  to  feel  that  short-stay  accommodation 
is  available  in  emergency  or  in  order  to  give  the  parents  a brief 
respite. 

Due  to  the  opening  of  the  Children’s  Mental  Deficiency  Hospital 
at  Dronfield,  two  of  the  urgent  cases  have  been  accommodated,  but  there 
are  still  two  children  awaiting  urgent  accommodation,  but  I am  hopeful 
that  the  situation  v/ill  become  easier  during  1959*  The  Sheffield 
Regional  Hospital  Board  despite  the  still  overcrov/ded  conditions  do 
their  best  to  give  every  assistance  in  providing  vacancies,  Hov/ever, 
on  two  occasions  during  the  year,  due  to  the  impossible  bed  position, 
the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  have  come  to  the  help  of  the  Division 
and  have  offered  beds  in  their  Region, 

As  a result  of  the  Royal  Commissioners’  Report  many  cases  in 
hospitals  have  been  reviewed  and  next  of  kin  '-Nsve  visited  with  a view 
to  obtaining  their  reaction  to  the  suggestion  that  patients  be  discharged 
and  re-admitted  on  an  "informal”  basis.  Many  regarded  this  step  with 
alarm  as  they  felt  the  patients  needed  supervision  which  they  could 
not  provide,  Ho¥/ever,  on  assurance  that  the  patient  would  still  remain 
in  hospital,  but  on  a purely  voluntary  basis  they  were  agreeable  to 
the  discharge  of  Order,  So  far  21  patients  from  this  division  who  are 
in  Mental  Deficiency  Hospitals  have  been  discharged  and  re-admitted 
as  Informal  patients.  The  four  mentally  handicapped  who  v/ere  admitted 
permanently  during  the  year  all  were  admitted  as  Informal  patients,

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  49  on  the  active  after-care 
register,  and  approximately  258  visits  v/ere  carried  out  by  the  Mental 
Health  Social  Worker.  In  addition  to  these  visits,  which  at  times 
have  of  necessity  to  be  lengthy,  there  have  been  many  short  casual 
calls  which  are  not  recorded. 

It  would  appear  that  after-care  is  taking  an  increasing  amount 
of  time,  and  will  become  of  greater  importance  in  Preventive  Medicine 
as  the  years  progress. 
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
